Most citizens of this country genuinely 
regret along with President Eisenhower 
that the United States was compelled to 
curb Cuban sugar imports. But things 
had reached the point that our patience 
and restraint were beginning to look like 
timid weakness. 


The bill of particulars against Castro 
includes confiscation of American prop- 
erty without compensation, slanders 
against U.S. motives and our government 
itself, opening the way for Communist 
infiltration of Latin America and out- 
rageous attacks on the U.S. position in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


But there are grave dangers indeed. 
Mexico seems on the verge of siding with 
Castro. He may yet succeed in his mar- 
tyr’s role. The Communist bloc may be 
able to make huge gains in Latin America 
by championing Castro’s cause. The threat 
of bases for the Soviet Union in Cuba is 
very real. 


Our action again is a negative one. 
We still have not formulated policies to 
cope with the forces of nationalism and 
desire for social justice in Latin America. 
This must be done. Talk of a Marshall 
Plan for that continent which would en- 
courage and assist those forces gains 
strength in Washington. Such’ a. positive 
program would be costly but it could take 
the initiative from the Communists and 
erase the effect of Castro’s anti-American 
tirades. 


The United States was forced to act to, 
save its own self-respect and prestige. But 
the time has come for some straight think- 
ing. Either this country must accept re- 
sponsibility in this hemisphere or risk 
massive Communist infiltration.

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Ugly Situation at Darien 
Casts Blight on Georgia 


After the shooting spree at Darien 
citizens there understandably are wor- 
ried and fearful of further expressions of 
violence. 

Local authorities who allowed gam- 
bling to gain the stronghold it did in Mc-

capture the gunman as of this writing but 
also have been unsuccessful in assuring 
the community of the protection it wants. 

Nor has the GBI thus far been an ef- 
fective force in this particular instance.

The Red Riots in Italy 
Are Moscow-Directed 


The Communist riots in Italy seem to 
share two lients with the recent 
left-wing 1 in Japan. 

First, they are apparently being car- 
ried out on orders from Moscow (with 
Russian underwriting). Second, their 
principal aim is not their stated one but 
rather the destruction of the popularly 
‘supported administration. 

- In Japan, rioters said y were op- 
posed to Eisenhower's visit and the con- 
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control of government outside of the le- 
gally constituted methods. 

In Italy, rioters say they are pro- 
testing a planned national convention of 
the tiny, ineffectual Fascist Party. Here 
again what the Communist leaders really 
seek to gain with the riots is control of 
the governmental machinery. 

It was in Italy, which has the largest 
Communist Party in the West, that the 
Reds made their most concerted attempt 
to overthrow the government by force 
after World War II. That was in 1947. 
They failed. 

When they did, Moscow decided to 
shift tactics. Communists were ordered to 
seek their goals within the constitutional 
framework. 

Now it begins to appear that another 
shift has been made in Moscow. In the 
dozen years since the decision was made 
to push communism by legal means, the 
democracies have grown stronger, not 
weaker; communism has not increased its 
power in the Western states. 

We can probably expect Moscow- 
directed activity of the sort we’ve seen 
in Japan and Italy in other Western 
countries where the Communist Party 
exists.

Natural Gas Act Fails 


To Protect Consumer 


The Federal Power Commission has 
held up until only Aug. 13 a bid by 
Southern Natural Gas Co. to increase its 
rates by 1.8 per cent. This would be the 
second hike in less than a year to the 
firm which supplies Atlanta Gas Light 
Co. and three other Georgia firms. 

Under present FPC regulations, the 
company can go ahead with the increase 
on Aug. 13 pending a final decision by 
FPC,. Should the hike not be found justi- 
fied, refunds will be made. But in the 
meantime, distributors will have to in- 
Crease rates and the consuming public 
will pay. 

It is all too evident that sonmiething is 
wrong with the FPC and the way it op- 
erates. The fault lies with the Natural Gas 
Act itself and court interpretations of it. 

On May 1 this year there was pend- 
ing before the FPC a total of 117 pipe- 
line rate increases and 3,332 independent 
producer rate increases, involving almost 
a billion dollars additional costs to con- 
sumers. The understaffed regulatory 
agency—even if it were not showing a 
protective attitude toward the regulated 
industry—is hopelessly bogged down. 

Meanwhile, the association of state 
public service commissions on the initia- 
tive of the Georgia commission is mak- 
ing a thorough study of the situation. A 
committee headed by Georgia’s Craw- 
ford Pilcher indicates that relief can be 
had only through a revision of the Nat- 
ural Gas Act. 

If this be true, then by all means re- 
vision is in order. State commissions and 
the consumers both are at the mercy of 
producers and pipelines under present 
practices.

Training Schools Need 


Considerable Expansion 


The State Welfare Department’s plans 
for expansion and improvement of ju- 
venile training school facilities are most 
welcome. 

It is doubtful, though, that the $1,500,- 
000 earmarked for the purposes during 
the next three years can be stretched far 
enough to. provide space for the grow- 
ing. number of young offenders. 

’ But it at least will be a start toward 
correcting an intolerable situation in 
which a large percentage of juveniles 
sentenced to training schools are not sent

LOS ANGELES—Unless Lyndon Johnson can @ e 
somehow persuade the North to secede from the Bs 
Union between now and next Wednesday, his 
chances of being nominated for the presi 
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dency are eppreximately nil.

They have decided, as the Re- 
publicans did with Sen.

Lyndon Johnson was bap- 
tized as a boy in the Christian 
Church (related in origin to the 
Disciples of Christ) in his home- 
town of Johnson City, Texas, 
where he still holds membership. 

When he attends services in 
Washington, it is usually with his 
wife and daughters, who are 
Episcopalians, at the National 
Episcopal Cathedral. His older 
daughter, Lynda Bird, 16, attends 
the National Cathedral School. 


ADLAI SWITCHES 

Adlai Stevenson, a long-time 
Unitarian, in 1955 joined the Pres- 
byterian Church in Libertyville, 
lil., where he lives, because there 
was no Unitarian Church in the 
area. 


His mother was a Unitarian, 
his father a Presbyterian. 


Sen. Stuart Symington is an 
Episcopalian, a member of Christ 
Church Cathedral, in St. Louis, 
Mo. In Washington, he attends the 
National Cathedral. 


Among the Republicans: 


Vice President Nixon is a Quak- 
er. But in Washington, he and his 
wife quite regularly attend the 
Metropolitan Methodist Church 
near their home. He feels a per- 
son should take part in the church 
in his immediate neighborhood. 


NOT ALL PACIFISTS 


In -his hometown of Whittier, 
Calif.. he was a member of the 
Friends (Quaker) Church there, 
and grew up in a Quaker family. 


Not all Quakers are pacifists, 
as often thought, but many are, 
and there is a strong Quaker 
tradition against bearing arms. 
Nixon, after a struggle of con- 
science, fought as a naval officer 
in World War II. 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, of 
New York, is a Baptist, from a 
long line of Baptists. However, he 
attends the interdenominational 
Union Church at Pocantico Hills, 
N.Y., where he customarily 
spends weekends. 


MADE LARGE GIFTS 


He and his family have made 
large gifts to church work, parti- 
cularly of an interdenominational 
nature. His son, Steven, now is 
a student at Union Theological 
Seminary, and is considering be- 
coming a minister.

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DRAG RACING ON PUBLIC STREETS LIKE THIS CAUSED THREE DEATHS IN THE STATE RECENTLY 


Supervised Drag Strips, Say Teen-Agers, Would Give Racers a Chance to Test Their Cars Under Safer Circumstances 


Teen-agers Want Legal Drag Strips 


The majority of Georgia teen- 
agers who know what a drag 
race really is seem to be all 
for the sport — but only on a 
supervised drag strip. 


Teen-agers who gave their 
views on dragging may differ 
about whether supervised drag 
strips should be provided for 
them, but they agree that drag- 
ging on public streets and high- 
ways is wrong. 7 

Barbara Ann Smith of Mariet- 
ta pointed out that ‘from the 
beginning of time man has had 
an irresistible desire to attain 
great speeds. Thus, it is not out 
of the ordinary for teen-agers 
to want to race or drag.” 


She said that the two deaths 
that resulted from two boys 
dragging on a public street re- 
cently in Marietta could have 
been avoided if supervised drag 
strips were provided. Barbara 
Ann said these drag strips 
would allow people to race 
“‘without endangering the lives 
of others . . . and would prob- 
ably reduce the number of teen- 
agers who wanted to drag race. 


“When a person is told that 
he can’t do something, he rebels 
and does the thing. But when a 
person is told ‘go ahead, do it,’ 
a lot of the fun is gone,”’ Bar- 
bara Ann said. 


“COSTS TOO MUCH” 
Robert Collinsweod of Deca- 
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Charlene says. “It really takes 
brains to maneuver a speeding 
auto.” 


Charlene says she thinks some 
of the basic rules governing a 
drag strip should be: 


“1. Dragging only under su- 
pervision. 


“2. Parents permit to drag. 

‘3. Own a driver's license. 

“4. No rough stuff (playing 
chicken, etc.)”’ 


With a drag strip, Charlene 
believes the percentage of ac- 
cidents would be greatly de- 
creased. : 


“Naturally, though, there are 
always a few rotten apples in 
the barrel, but with a drag strip 
the rest of the barrel won't be 


(a post-teen-ager) says the 
problem of dragging on public 
streets and highways isn’t go- 
ing to be solved by making 
teen-agers get off the streets 
with their cars. 


EDUCATE PUBLIC 


“Instead try to educate the 
public and let them know... 
about drag racing and how safe 
it is. You will find that in most 
cases the people who are 
against drag racing are the 
ones who know very little 
about drag racing as a sport,” 
Mr. Geiger said. 


“I think in the past our elder 
leaders and parents are some- 
what a little old fashioned in 
their beliefs and ideas, and are 
trying to bring up their kids 


where we can test our cars. I 
definitely think we need a place 
to drag. It isn’t really danger- 
ous if we do it in the right 
place.” 


GIRL HOTRODDER 


A girl from Barnesville, who 
signed her letter just Judy says 
she’s a hot rodder. ‘Girl or no, 
I still go for cars with class and 
speed.” 


She says until recently she 
hadn’t thought much about 
where they raced. ‘We just 
sort of took it for granted that 
when we wanted to drag we'd 
pick out a nice straight piece of 
highway and cut loose.” But 
she believes that this is too dan- 
gerous and says she would be 
all for a supervised drag strip. 


Judy says a supervised drag 
strip with rules, regulations and 
a permanent set of qualifica- 
tions for those using the strip 
would be an ideal set up. 


‘‘We’re, for the most part, just 
normal teens who like good 
clean fun and happen to go for 
fast cars. If we were given a 
chance, I'm almost positive we'd 
prove drag racing is just like 
any other sport and really not 
any more dangerous than foot- 
ball or water skiing,’’ she said.
